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INTRODUCTORY NOTE. 





The Governments of the several British Self-Governing 
Dominions, Colonies, Possessions and Protectorates have issued, 
since the outbreak of war, a number of Proclamations, Orders-in- 
Council or Government Notices prohibiting the export of various 
articles to certain destinations. | 


The consolidated lists of export prohibitions which have been 
issued are subject to frequent amendment, and it has been con- 
sidered desirable, for convenience ¢f reference, to publish, from 
time to time, a selection of the complete lists of the articles 
which, according to the latest information received by the Board 
of ‘Trade, are thus prohibited from exportation by various 
Colonial Governments. 


The information given in Part I. of the present Supplement 
supersedes that given in Part I. of the Supplement to the * Board 
ot Trade Journal ’’ of the 19th April, 1917. 


Owing to restrictioils as to the size of the ‘* Supplements,” to 
the ** Board of Trade Journal,’’ it has not been found possible to 
continue the publication in these ** Supplements *’ of the lists of 
prohibited exports in operation in Malta, Mauritius, and the Gold 
Coast. 


As regards Australia, a list prepared by the Commonwealth 
Department of Trade and Customs and dated 8th February, 1917, 
has been received from the office of the High Commissioner for the 
Commonwealth, specifying the articles, the exportation of which 
from Australia, is prohibited or restricted. This list, which is 
the first consolidated list of prohibited exports from Australia 
received by the Board of Trade, is included in this part of the 
present ‘‘ Supplement.” 


An indication is given in the introductory note to each of the 
detailed lists shown herein, of the authority, by Proclamation or 
otherwise, for the information contained in them. It is to be 
understood that modifications of, or additions to, the prohibited 
export lists are frequently being made by the several Colonial 
Governments, with a view, in most cases, to such lists being 
brought into uniformity with the prohibited export lists of the 
United Kingdom. Such further information as may be received 
as to amendments of these lists will be notified in future issues of 
these ‘*‘ Supplements.”’

The Board of Trade have received copy of Notification No. 
93859 C.W., dated 12th May, 1917, which has been issued by the 
Government of India, and which contains a consolidated list 
indicating the extent to which the exportation of the articles 
therein specified is prohibited. 


It is provided in the above-mentioned Notification that nothing 
therein shall be deemed to prohibit— 
(1) The export of any article by, or for the use of, the 
Crown. 
(11) The export of any article shipped for use or consumption 
on the voyage, except where the Governor-General in 
Council by general or special order otherwise directs. 
(11) The export of any article (other than wool) shipped to 
any Indian port. 
(iv) The export of any article for use or consumption in any 
Native State of India. 
(v) The export of any article shipped under a_ licence 
granted by the Chief Customs officer at the place 
of export. 


The present Notification also prohibits the exportation from 
British India of foodstuffs and textile coverings of all hinds to 
Norway, and of all goods to Denmark, Sweden, Greece, Holland, 
and Switzerland. 


It is stated in a Press communiqué, dated 12th May, 1917, 
issued by the Indian Department of Commerce and Industry, 
that the rules existing at that date for the grant of licences to 
export remain unaltered, except in the case of ‘‘ tanned buffalo 
and cow (including calf) hides ’’ the exportation of which is now 
prohibited to the United Kingdom as well as to other destinations 
(see attached list). In cases where an article might be considered 
as falling under more than one heading, then, if the restrictions in 
force as regards the different headings are different, the most 
stringent should be held to apply. 


The list contained in the Notification above-mentioned as sub- 
sequently amended by various Notifications is printed below, 
and the exportation of the articles therein specified is prohibited!

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DOMINION OF NEW ZEALAND. 


A consolidated and amended Order in Council was issued by the 
New Zealand Government on the 10th April, 1916, providing for 
the prohibition of the exportation of various articles to certain 
destinations from the Dominion. 


This Order in Council has since been amended by various 
Orders in Council. Other Orders in Council have also been 
issued prohibiting the exportation of certain specified articles 
from the Dominion. The dates of the various Orders in Council 
are llth May, 24th July, 9th August, 2nd September (2), 18th 
September (2), 13th October, 18th November and the 18th 
December, 1916, the 29th January, 8th February, and the 12th 
March, 1917. 


The following is a list of the articles the exportation of which

Various Proclamations and Government Notices have been 
issued from time to time by the Government of the Union of South 
Africa prohibiting the export, from the Union, of various articles 
to certain destinations. 


The present export prohibitions are regulated by a consolidated 
and amended Proclamation (No. 18 of 1917), dated 22nd January, 
1917, as amended by Proclamations dated 28th February, and the 
18th and 28th April, 1917. Further, certain Government 
Notices* have been issued from time to time by the Union Govern- 
ment laying down regulations respecting the exportation of certain 
spec ‘ified articles which are included in tha prohibited export lists. 


The consent of certain authorised persons, as indicated in the 
attached lists, is required before the export of various articles to 
prohibited destinations is permitted.

It is stated in the Memorandum that the extent to which the

With regard to the goods marked (A) in the following lists, it 
is stated in the Memorandum that they are permitted to be 
exported to the United States only when for consumption in that 
country. Customs officers at the port of exit in Canada are 
required, before allowing exportation to the United States of 
any goods marked (a), to see that the bills of lading are made 
out to specified consignees and are marked ‘‘ Mor consumption in 


United States only.’’ 


When goods mentioned in these lists are exported wid the 
United States to countries to which export is allowed, the bills 
of lading must be made out to specified consignees in the country 
of destination before the goods are permitted to cross the frontier, 
—except as may be otherwise provided in the case of shipments 
exported under license or dispensation.

NEWFOUNDLAND. 


A consolidated and amended Proclamation was issued by the 
Newfoundland Government on the 6th September, 1915, which 
prohibits the exportation of various articles to certain destinations 
from Newfoundland. 


This Proclamation has since been amended by Proclamations 


‘dated 5th October, 9th and 23rd November, 14th December, 1915, 


4th January, 12th February, 14th and 27th March, and the 
4th April, 1916. 


The following list shows the articles, the exportation of which 
from the Colony is now prohibited to various destinations, so far 
as the information has been received by the Board of Trade : —

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CYPRUS. 


A consolidated and amended Proclamation, dated 22nd June, 
1916, has been issued by the Government of Cyprus, which 
prohibits the exportation of various articles to certain countries. 


It is provided in the Proclamation that nothing contained 
therein shall affect the prohibition of the exportation of goods 
contained in any Law or Regulation of the Colony. The exporta- 
tion of the following goods is entirely prohibited by various laws 
of the Colony, viz.:—All timber, charcoa! and firewood, being 
the produce of Cyprus; bark, tar, pitch and resin; manure; 
antiquities; game; skins or eggs of game or wild bird. 

This Proclamation has since been amended by Proclamations 
dated 12th and 25th July, 2nd and 18th August, 6th and 19th 
September, 3rd, 13th, and 14th October, 6th and 27th November, 
18th and 380th December, 1916, 23rd January, 7th and 27th 
February, 8th March, 5th April, and the 4th, 22nd, 29th and 
80th May, 1917.

This Proclamation has since been amended by Proclamations 
dated 28th July, 26th August, 12th and 25th September, 17th and 
24th October, 7th November, 5th December, 1916, llth January 
8th February, the 7th and 14th March, and 2Ist May. 191%. 


The following lists specify the articles the exportation of which 
is prohibited from the Colony, according to the latest information 
received by the Board of Trade. The extent to which the exporta- 
tion is prohibited is indicated in these lists by the following
